Implicit memory is sometimes referred to as unconscious memory or automatic 
memory. Implicit memory uses past experiences to remember things without 
thinking about them. The performance of implicit memory is enabled by previous 
experiences, no matter how long ago those experiences occurred. 

PTSD, or Posttraumatic Stress Disorder, is a psychiatric disorder that can occur 
following the experience or witnessing of a life-threatening events such as military 
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combat, natural disasters, terrorist incidents, serious accidents, or physical or sexual 
assault in adult or childhood. 

The cause of PTSD is unknown, but psychological, genetic, physical, and social 
factors are involved. PTSD changes the body's response to stress. It affects the 
stress hormones and chemicals that carry information between the nerves 
(neurotransmitters). Prior exposure to trauma in the past may increase the risk of 
PTSD due to re-experience of trauma. People who have suffered childhood abuse 
or other previous traumatic experiences are likely to develop the disorder, 
sometimes months or years after the trauma. Temperamental variables such as 
externalizing behaviors, or other anxiety issues may also increase risk. Other 
environmental risk factors include family dysfunction, childhood adversity, cultural 
variables, family history of psychiatric illness. The greater the magnitude of the 
trauma, the greater the risk for PTSD—witnessing atrocities, severe personal 
injury, perpetrating violence. Inappropriate coping mechanisms, lack of social 
support or family instability or financial instability may further worsen outcomes. 

Other factors, called residence factors, can help reduce the risk of the disorder. 
Some of these resilience factors are present before the trauma and others become 
important during and after a traumatic event. Resilience factors that may reduce the 
risk of PTSD include seeking out support from other people, such as mental health 
professionals, friends and family, finding a support group after a traumatic event, 
feeling good about one's own actions in the face of danger, having a coping strategy, 
or a way of getting through the bad event and learning from it, and being able to act 
and respond effectively despite feeling fear.
